The power of nature to overcome 
tuberculosis ami bring about a cere 
is gr;at. The disease is generally a 
long-drawn-out conflict between the 
ger .1 of the disease and the body. The 
body stands an excellent ehnnr • 1 
winning, provided that, at an early 
stage of the disease it is given a fair 
chance to do so through rest fresh air 
and proper food. 

The eases which occur arc due, fir t 
of all, to exposure to the germs f f 
tuberculosis which come from earn? 
one who has the disease, to which ir 
added failure to live a healthy life 
giving the germs their chance ts mult 
iply and cause trouhlo. 

Most of tho deaths which now oc- 
out* are due to tl*> feilufie ot the fcuiiv 
idual attacked to aoourc treatment 
oarly. Uafety demands prompt action 
drngcr follows delay. 

In order that eases may be treated 
early, it is necessary that they bo rc- 
cc.gnized crrly. This means that the 
case must go early to his doctor and 
be examined. The person who goes to 
his doctor once a year for a health 
examination gives the physician Lh' 
opportunity to discovc such diseases 
ns tuberculosis in their early stages, 
and so secures early treatment.
